Her Naturalization Laws are 
Ignored. 


Earl Kimberly Insists That Two Con- 
victed Traitors Have 
— 


Forcible Occupation of the Soil by 
English Forces Would Result 
in Bloodshed—Valuable Evi- 

dence for Venezuela.

SAN FRANCISCO, May 15.—The steamer 
AustraMa from Honolulu brings the fol- 
lowing advices dated May 8: Though En- 
gland is generally reported as a\Piding 
the question of citizenship involved in the 
recent claims of British protection by the 
rebels in ‘the recent uprising, the Earl of 
Kimberly has sent a decision to tthe Brift- 
ish Commissioner in the cases of Rickard 
and Welker, both convicted of treason. 
The decision regards Rickard and Walker 
as citizens of Great Britain, and subject to 
the protection of that country. This deci- 
sion is interesting on account of a letter 
received from Secretary Greeham, indicat- 
ing a policy directly opposed to that of 
Great Britatn. 

Rickard and Walker are both naturalized 
Hawallan citizens. They swore that they 
merely took the oath of allegiance, but 
their applications for naturalization are on 
file in the Interior Office. Darl Kimberly's 
decision was made without asking the 
.Hawaiian government for its reasons and 
without seeking evidence. While the dis- 
patch of Kimberly simply states that 
Rickard and Walker must be protected ae 
British eubjects, it makes no indication of 
further steps. The Hawaiian government 
will. not admit that the men are British

It is un- 
derstood that the government will not ad- 
mit for a moment that these men are Brit- 
ish subjects, and will accept the conse- 
quences. It would leave this matter to 
arbitration as a final resort, but will not 
yield im any other way. 

It is rumored that a British warship 
will reach this port in a short time. If the 
Philadelphia leaves there will be no force 
here for the protection of American inter- 
eats. The officers of this veszel expect or- 
ders by the next mail directing them to 
move away to the coast. It they should 
take the ship away and a British warship 
arrived there would be another unfortu- 
nate instance of Americans left unpro-

REMINDERS OF THE DEAD. 
WASHINGTON, May 15. — Workmen 
have uncovered a reminder of the tate 
Hawaiian Commissioner Carter, whose 
blood was the first shed in the recent 
uprising in Honolulu. They were engaged 
in cleaning up the apartments formerly 
occupied by Minister Thurston, and down 
in the basement of the legation residence 
fowni a number of packing-cazes that had 
been left unopened because they were not 
marked. Inasmuch as it was thought un- 
Hkely that Mmister Thurston would return 
to the United States as the diploma ic 
representative of his goverrment, it was 
determined to send all his personal effects 
to bim at Honolulu. 

Mrs. Thurstcn superintended the work, 
and when the unmarked pack ing-cases 
were reached it was decided to open them 
and see what «hey contained. Out of the 
first one opened there fell a ge of 
letters belonging to Carter. Du ex- 
amination brought out two splendid paint- 
ings, one being a portrait of King Kala- 
kaun, and the other of the Queen consort 
Upon inquiry it was learned that these 
pictures had been the property of the Ha- 
walian Legation when H. P. Carter was 
the Minister to this . 1 and he had 
left them to bis son to be placed on the 
walls of the embassy in Washington 
whenever a favorable opportunity pre-

The last 
map shifts the line far westward and in- 
cludes as Briti#h terrfttory about 10,000 
square miles which the first map showed 
to be clearly Venezuela's territory. The 
cold map was made by the Royal Geographi- 
cal Society of England, and was thereafter 
given official approval and sent out by the 
Foreign Office. It is therefore considered 
of ectentific as well as of official value. 

Lyons says: The area thus taken in, 
as shown on these maps themselves, is 10,- 
000 square miles or more, larger than 
either the area of Massachusetts or Ver- 
mont. Whet Venezuclans are claiming 
we have not the means of knowing, ou: 
t is very natural that they should elaim 
at least that British Guinea should ad- 
here to the original map.“ 


POSING AS A MARTYR. 


Col. Volney Ashford of Honolulu 
Rifles Fame Arrives at Frisco. 


Gy Telegraph to The Times. 
SAN FRANCISCO, May 15.—(Special Dis- 
patch.) Col. Volney V. Ashford, who 
gained prominence by his connection with 
the late rebellion in Honolulu, arrived on 
the steamer Austratia today. He was met 
at the wharf by his brother and several 
friends, who escorted him to the Occiden- 
tal Hotel. When seen tonight, Col. Ash- 
ford said: ‘The affairs of the islands are 
still. an a muddled condition. A feeling of 
unrest prevails, and on every hand one can 
hear murmurs of discontent and dissatis- 
faction. President Dole is safely en- 
throned in the chair of Queen Lil, and is 
ruling things with an iron hand. Shortly 
after the revolution I was arrested for trea- 
ron and thrown into jail. My friends were 
not allowed to see me, and I was sub- 
jected to the most inhuman treatment. Aft- 
erward I was taken before a military court, 
and, after a short hearing, was sentenced 
to one year’s imprisonment at hard labor 
and to pay a fine of $1000. The close con- 
finement, coupled with the barsh treat- 
ment I received, soon affected my health, 
and I soon became a physical wreck. I 
was suffering from nervous disorder and 
begged them to allow me to send for a 
physician. This they refused to do, but 
as my condition grew serious, they finally 
consented to allow the prison doctor to 
attend me.

A THRILLING ESCAPE. 


OTHER IN A FOG. 


The Umbria and Monmouthshire 
Come Near Repeating the Elbe 
Horror—Captain With His 
Wits About Him.. 


3y Telegraph to The Times. 

NEW YORK, May 15.—(Special Dis- 
patch.) The 500 passengers on the Cunard 
Line steamship Umbria, which left this 
port on Saturday morning last, and is now 
in mid-Atlantic, had an experience on 
Saturday afternoon which they will ever 
remember. The news comes from the 
officers of the British steamer Monmouth- 
shire, which arrived here on Sunday with 
a cargo of tea from China. 

-The Monmouthshire was 100 miles east 
of Sandy Hook at 3 o'clock Saturday after- 
noon. For hours she had been hove 
to under reduced speed, engulfed in 
dence fog and blowing her foghorn 
at intervals of two minutes. Sud- 
denly the hoarse sound of a horn came 
out of the mist far away and evidently 
on the port bow. Again it sounded, but 
Capt. Evans, who was on the bridge. 
could not determine the location whence 
it came, so he steered ahead. The last 
blast had hardly died away before the 
huge outlines of a steamer loomed up 
through the dense fog coming at full 
speed and pointing straight at the Mon- 
mouthshire’s port bow. 

The big stranger was not two lengths 
away, and the ominous splash of water 
as the vessel’s prow cleaved it reached 
the captain’s ear and made his heart stand 
still. In an instant the whistle of the 
Monmouthshire blared out thg signal. Go 
ahead; we are backing,’’ and at the same 
moment the engines of the vessel were put 
full speed astern. As the wheel of the 
Monmouthshire was thrown over to star- 
board the steamer leaped forward and 
crossed the Monmouthshire’s bow not 100 
feet away. As she rushed past in the 
gloom the officers of the Monmouthshire 
caught a fleeting glimpse of a hundred 
startled faces on the deck of the other 
vessel. The name Umbria“ appeared on 
the stern and she vanished like a phantom 
in the fog. 

As the Monmouthshire straightened out 
again on her course her officers, who had 
witnessed what came so near being a 
repetition of the Elbe horror regained 
their senses. Had Capt. Evans not re- 
versed his engines so quickly his vessel 
would have struck the Umbria a glancing 
blow amidship on the port side. It would 
have been almost impossible for the Mon- 
mouth shire in the fog to have assisted 
the victims of the disaster to any extent. 
There were 256 cabin passengers on the 
Umbria.

SALT LAKE (Utah,) May 15.—The peo- 
ple of Salt Lake were up early A to 
witness the opening of the silver confer- 
ence about which so much has been said 
during the past month. From the head or 
East Temple street to its foot in the busi- 
ness district, and on all the cross streets 
in the section, buildings were gaily deco- 
rated in the national colors, while from 
every flagstaff waved the Stars and Stripes 
in honor of the great event. Inscriptions, 
mottoes and divers other devices em- 
blematic of the sentiments of silver cham- 
pions were also in evidence. 

The proceszion left the Knutsford 
Hotel about 11 o'clock, headed by the Den- 
halter Band and a platoon of police. In 
the first carriage were seated Gov. West 
of Utah, Gov. Rickards of Montana, Gov. 
..McConnell of Idaho and ex-Gov. Prince of 

New Mexico. The procession reached the 

tabernacle about noon, where a large audi- 
ence had already assembled. The decora- 

tions of the tabernacle presented a pictur- 
esque appearance, 1100 American flags and 
over 4000 yards of bunting having been 
used in the decorations. From consp‘cu- 
ous parts of the gallery hung the follow- 
ing mottoes: ‘Financial Independence,“ 

“Our Song—Silver Threads Among the 
Gold,” Sound Money, Say the Goldbugs; 
Silver, Say the People, Wwe Want a Cir- 
culating Medium that Will Circiate.”’ 

At 12:20 o’clock Gov. Rickards called the 
convention to order and delivered ihe fol- 
lowing speech: 

“In the history of nations no great 
wrong was ever righted save through the 

. concerted efforts of 


the natural patriotiem of the teart is 
equal to the duty of honest effort and tire- 

less action in the cause of right when the 
right is clearly understood. Misdirected 
activity in any cause that concerns the 

welfare of the people advertises a pater- 
nity of ignorance rather than a fatherhood 
of malice. . 

„We have met today, not as censors, 
parading the causes of our discontent, ber- 
alding to the world the bitterness we feel 
over the injustice that has made our co- 
operation the necessity of the hour, but as 
earnest men, representatives of a great 
cause and delegated to the performance 
of a duty by a constituency whose in- 
terests are environed only by the So- 
graphical limits of the republic. We ave 
met as champions of honest money—of 
money so honest that its pure white luster 
is never tarnished by the tears of the 
starving, or-rusted by the blood of crime 
as it moves through the channels «f com- 
merce in a current of perpetual hope. 

“We have met, not to appeal to the 
prejudices that may cluster instinctively 
around the self-interests of any commu- 
nity or people; not to weigh anchor upon 
a sea of uncertainty in the trade winds 
of politics, but to institute a new move- 
ment, along new lines for the better ed- 
ucation of the masses on the financial 
problems of the day. In calling this con- 
ference and inviting the co-operation of 
Western governors in an imterstate educa- 
tional movement in the interests of free 
coinage of silver, I was impelled by the 
belief that in the home circle of the 
American citizen lay the destiny of the 
white metal; the time has come when we 
must appeal, not only to the business 
sense of the voter, with nonpartisan logic, 
but we must reach down into the moral 
activities of the heart and ask individual 
conscience to stand up and be counted on 
the side of the right. 

“There never was a time in the history 
when the moral side of a great question 
appealed with a greater force to the in- 
teHigent voter than today with the evils 
of monometallism emphasized in the mis- 
ery that afflicts our land. The argument 
of the single-standard advocate nas ma- 
tured from a gilded theory into a ¢ondi- 
tion that ought to appeal with, irresistible 
force to the candid observer of «vents. It 
becomes our duty to supplement the ar- 
gument of smokeless smokestacks and 
abandoned farms, of broken banks and 
crushed commercial enterprises, with in- 
cisive reasoning as to the solstice that 
ushered in the ‘winter of our discontent.’ 
Existing conditions, reflecting the misfor- 
tunes of the business world upon every 
phase of our industrial and social life, 
have stimulated a demand on the part of 
the masses for a better knowledge of 
financial propositions that self-interests 
may be respected at the polls. In no way 
can the interests of silver be better served, 
in the receptive condition of the public 
mind, than through a systematic course 
of education that will reach the individual 
intelligence in the sacred circle of the 
home. 

“The eminent gentlemen who represent 
the several States im this conference have 
been delegated with the responsibility of 
devising ways and means for the carrying 
out of this object, and that your labors 
will prove an aggressive step in a most 
successful campaign of education, I doubt 
mot. Already the European wing of the 
American republic is beating the air in ap 
effort to retain its lofty perch. The gold 
men of both continents read in the signs 
of the times the poesibility of an early 
defeat, and are bending their energies to 
the annihilation of the object of their 
fears. All that Mterature can do; all that 
oratory can accomplish; all chat geld cin 
achieve, will be done to strangle the grow- 
ing sentiment for silver. A _ subsidized 
press. controlled by the fimancial interests 
that thrive on the misfortunes of the peo- 
ple, has entered with enthustasm upon the 
mrisefon delegated to ft by the custodians 
of its conscience 

“The lines of battle have been formed 
by the logic of events, and the struggle 


| for reinforcement promises to be the greit- 


est contest tn the history of modern times. 
It remains to be seen whether the bight 
of monometallism that has withered the 
energies of our industrial life has burned 
into the heart and conscience of the citi- 
zen and made him the Willing pupil of 
nobler and ‘better lessons in finance.

THE BOND DEAL, 

NEW YORK, May 16.—The World this 
morning says that another chapter was 
added to the big syndicate history yester- 
Gay. A notice was sent to the bond banks 
interested in the gold deal, requesting the 
Geposit by the banks of a large quantity 
of gold in the sub-treasury here. 

The explanation of this last movement 
lets a dit of light on the bargain which 
the syndicate made with the government. 
Most of the banks co-operated with the 
bank syndicate were members of original 
pools which subscribed for the last bond 
issue at about 104. It is estimated that the 
banks will now deposit about $13,000,000 
additional gold in the sub-treasury, rais- 
ing the reserve to about $111,000,000. In 
addition to this call the syndicate is rush- 
ing forward foreign gold to complete that 
end of the contract. 

Some apprehensive operators see in this 
activity of payment a probability that the 
syndicate will complete its contract with 
the government so soon that there will be 
time enough for another “scare,” and the 
need of another bond issue before fall, 
when the heavy export of grain usually

Revisions Proposed for the Laws— 
Rebekah Lodge Affairs.

SAN FR'IANCISCO, May 15.—At the se-

I. O. O. F. today the unwritten work was 
exemplified dy Grand Representatives 
George W. Stockwell and J. F. Thompson, 
The trustees of the Odd Fellows’ Home 
submitted an elaborate series of rules and 
regulations for that institution upon which 
the Grand Lodge deferred action. Prop- 
ositions to revise the California digest of 
Jaws of the order and also the lists of 
Supplies were submitted. 


An important proposition which is to be 
discussed is the amending of the laws so 
as to permit past grands to vote in their 
separate subordinate lodges for grand offi- 
cers, instead of obliging them as at pres- 
ent to attend the sessions of the Grand 
Lodge if they want to vote. The idea is 
to have their votes transmitted from the 
eubordigate lodges to which they belong 
and have them counted when the Grand 
Lodge reaches the matter of election. 

The question of providing for aged mem- 
bers of defunct lodges who are not now 
entitled to aid from the order was men- 
tioned. The representatives of California 
at the sessions of the Sovereign Grand 
Lodge have contended that the present 
jaws are not sufficient, and at ite next Ges- 
Sion the Calhfornia delegates will again 
Advocate a change in the legislation on 
this subject. The election of officers will 
take place tomorrow. 

The principal subject discussed at the 
Soesion of the Rebekah lodge was the 
action of the last Sovereign Grand Lodge, 
Making all unmarried white women over 
18 years ot age of good moral character 
Gligihle to membership. A great deal af 
Opposition to the new rule was manifested 
on the ground that the married daughters 
and aisters of Odd Fellows are not priv- 
ileged under it to belong to the order, al- 
though women who heave no male relatives 
@mong the Odd Fellows can join simply 
because they are not married. 

Tomorrow the Rebekahs will elect of- 
ficers. Miss Fannie Benjamin of Los An- 
geles, the vice-president, will be advanced 
to the office of president. The aspirants 
for the vice-presidency are numerous, 
among them being Mrs. Greenwood of 
Stockton, Miss Littlefield of Oakland, Mrs. 
Karsner of Oroville, Mrs. Rogers of Grass 
Valley, Mrs. Mores of Marysville and Mrs. 
Harris of Red Bluff. The grand secretary, 
Mrs. Mary E. Donohoe, will doubtless be 
chosen again without opposition.

NEW YORK, May 15.—The first real 
trial of the new racing law was had to- 
day at Gravesend, and as far as could be 
seen it is likely to become popular.

WASHINGTON, May 15.—It cam be stated 
authoritatively that Britiée#h ships will be 


‘| sent to Bering Sea to patrol against poach- 


ers, and to use every effort of carrying 
out the Paris award and the British law 
based thereupon. The instructions to the 
British ships will not, however, direct the 
seizure of vessels found with arms, but 
will require other external evidence of 
sealing, such as the possession of skins, 
the presence of blood on the ship, etc., as 
a basis of seizure. This will from 


The British law, bared 
award, does not forbid the carrying 
of arms. The United States law, which is 
held by the authorities of Great Britain to 
‘have gone beyond the Paris award, makes 
the open possession of arms prima facie 
evidnce of sealing. The Britich regulations 
tast year yielded to a certain extent to the 
United States law. Now, however, the 


tion of seals, and that the award 
eouted will give full protection. 
Under these circumstances a serious 
question arises as to whether United States 
naval vessels will apprehend British seal- 
ers because they openly carry arms, this 
» not being against the British regulations. 
Last year a United States ship apprehended 
the British sealer Wanderer under sec. 10 
of the United States law which provides 
that possession of arms is prima facile evi- 
dence of sealing. Again a United States 
ship apprehended tho Britieth sealer Favor- 
ite om the same grounds. This raised 
the question whether a United States naval 
ship has the right to execute a United 
States law against a British ship when 
the Britich law recognizes no such offenses. 
There is reason to believe the British pol- 
icy hereafter wiil be to allow British ships 
to apprehend British ships under the Prit- 
ish law, but not under the United States 
law. Under the request of the British Em- 
basavy, Earl Aberdeen, Governor-General of 
Canada, has been directed to furnish the 
list of ships for patrol of Bering Sea. He 
will forward it as soon as it is received 
from the commander of the British fleet 
at Vancouver. 
In view of these facts it Is declared by 
the representatives of Great Britain in 
Washington that there will be a full and 
sincere co-operation in the patrolling of 
Bering sea against poachers. It is in- 
sisted that the serious apprehensions of 
the officers of the United States govern- 
ment are not justified, tnese officers hav- 
ine grave fears that the result of Great 
' Britain’s modifications with respect to 
firearms will be the extermination of the 
seals. 
THE SKIN 
WASHINGTON, May 15.—The Treasury 
officials have practically decided upon the 
number of skins which the North Ameri- 
can Commercial Company may take dur- 
ing ine coming season. The company will 
be authorized to take 7500 skins and this 
number may be increased to any number 
not exceeding 15,000 if, in, the judgment 
of the department’s agent at the Pribyloff 
Islands, such increase would not endanger 
the herds.

WASHINGTON, May 15.—The Secretary 
of the Navy has issued an order revoking 
the leave of absence granted to Rear-Ad- 
miral Meade several days ago. When Ad- 
miral Meade became dissatisfied with his 
command and asked to be detached from 
the command of the North Atlantic squad- 
ron he also asked for a leave of absence 
ot a year with permission to go aboard, 
saying at the same time that he would 
ask in a day or two to be relieved. His 
request to be detached was immediately 
granted, as was the request for the year’s 
leave of absence. Then came the request 
to be retired, but before any action could 
be taken the interview was published 
which has caused so much difficulty. 

No action has been taken upon the 
request for retirement. but the action re- 
voking the leave of absence also indicates 
that the request for retirement will be 
complied with. The effect will be to 
place Admiral Meade on wulting orders, 
subject to any duty, at any time which 
the department may desire to assign him. 
It was un that the leave of ab- 
sence granted Admiral Meade oontained 
permiesion to go abroad, and he intended 
to spend the summer in Europe. He could 
not go abroad while on walting orders 
without violation of naval regulations. If 
he were not ready to respond to any order 
of the department when issued, he would 
Alco be subject to disciphne for not obey- 
ing orders. 

It is believed now that it is hardly likely 
that any action will be taken to court- 
martial Admiral Meade for his expreasion 
of disapproval of the administration, as it 
is said to be impossible to obtain testimony 
from competent witnesses. Civilians can- 
not be obliged to testify in naval court- 
martials, although their testimony may 
be taken if voluntarily offersd.

FRUITS. 


The Yield Will Not be Above 
the Average. 


Bad Weather in the East, However, 
Will Make an Increased De- 
mand for Them. 


Peaches Are in Profusion and Grapes 
Have Not Suffered Much—The 
Reports from Eastern Ohio 
and Pennsylvania. 


Associated Press Leased-wire Service. 

SAN FRANCISCO, May 15. — Higher 
prices for fruit are expected this year. The 
froste in the Great Lake region having de- 
stroyed the fruit crop in that part of the 
country, will increase the demand from 
here, and the product of this State will 
not be as great as was expected. In con- 
sequence of the blighting influence of the 
cold weather in March, according to in- 
formation given out at the State Board of 
Horticulture, the yield will not be above 
the average, and some varieties of fruit 
will fall below the average. 

All of California, north of the Tehachepi, 
suffered from the March frosts, particu- 
larly in Napa, Vacaville and Suisun dis- 
tricts. The firet report was that great 
damage tad been done; then it was said 
that it would be slight. But the secondary 
effecte, arising from the chilling of the 
sap in the trees, caused the greatest dam- 
age, and now apricots, prunes, Bartlett 
pears and scime cherries are dropping. 

Apricots are in the worst condition. In 
the Sacramento Valley, where they were 
least affected, there will be a half crop, 
and in other sections one-third of a crop. 
In some places the apricsts are a total 
loss. Cherries have dropped some from 
the trees in Alameda, Napa, Sonoma and 
Santa Clara counties. There will be, how- 
ever, a fair crop of this fruit. 

Bartlett pears are dropping badly, espe- 
cially north of. San Francisco. Probably 
there will be a two-thirds crop in the en- 
tire State. Prunes are also dropping in 
Sonoma and Napa counties, and to some (x- 
tent in Santa Clara, but, taking the new 
bearing orchards into account, the crop 
will still be large unless the dropping 
process should grow worse from this 
time on. 

Peaches are in profusion all over the 
State, and the crop will be enormous. 
Grapes were not much injured either by 
the March frost or the hot winds of last 
week. There will be a good crop at Fresno, 
and the wine varieties are in good condi- 
tion.

Sir Bruce 
Bunside, a retired chief justice of Ceylon, 
India, is im Gan Francisco on his way 
home to England, and spoke with a repre- 
semtative of the Call in regard to the 
silver question in India, where he has been 

for the past mimeteen years. He said:

The depreciation in 
the rupees of our country has been such 
that the officials of the govermment have 
suffered a virtual reduction in their sala- 
ries of almost half. That is to say, if a 
man ts paid $5000 a year the depreciation 
in the value of the rupees is such as to 
bring it down to something like $2500. In 
comsequence the salaries have been 
creased by 20 per cent. The planters are 
tthe chief beneficiaries under this unfor- 
tunate cormdiition of things. They pay all 
their hirelings in rupees, and receive sov- 
ereigns for their exports to England. It 
is a great question for all countries, and 
the sooner the solution is reached the bet- 
ter it will be for home and international 
commerce.”’ 


COMMERCIAL. 

LOS ANGELES AND SAN FRANCISCO. 
Whether or not the recent excursion of 
the Half-million Club to Southern Cali- 
fornia shall prove of benefit to San Fran- 
cisco by drawing population from this sec- 
tion toward the bay, which is somewhat 
doubtful, there is no doubt that it win 
have benefited Los Angeles and Southern 
California by teaching the Northerners 
something more than they knew before in 
regard to the commercial importance of 
this city. Since the San Francisco citi- 
zens returned home there have appeared 
from time to time in the press of the 
northern part of the State articles of a 
character such as were seldom met with 
before. It is rather amusing to read the 
remarks of some of these Northern visitors 
on their return from the excursion. In 
some cases they write as if they had dis- 
covered a heretofore unknown land, in- 
stead of a portion of their own State. 

In a recent editorial on the back country 
of San Francisco the Examiner says: 

In a broad sense it may be said that 
the back country of San Francisco extends 
from the Rocky Mountains to the Pacific, 
and from the Isthmus of Panama to the 
Arctic Ocean. This is certainly extensive 
enough to support a good-sized town. But 
in the narrowest possible meaning of the 
term the back country upon which this 
city can depend for r unqeustionably 
takes in at least all of lifornia north of 
Tehachaji.” 

This is probably the first time that a 
leading San Francisco paper has admitted 
that Los Angeles is a commercial rival of 
San Francisco in the section south of 
Tehachepi, either in a broad“ or narow' 
sense. 

If the merchants and manufacturers of 
Los Angeles are wise and enterprising 
it will not be many years before the Ex- 
aminer and its San Francisco contempor- 
aries will have to admit that Los Angeles 
is an active rival of San Francisco, not 
only in the seven counties south of

‘GENRERAL BUSINESS TOPICS. 
CALIFORNIA COAL. ‘With the growth 
of the State and the increase of manu- 
facturing industries, the question of cheap 
fuel for Cakfornſa becomes more impor- 
tant from year to year. Up to the present 
ume California has had to pay for its 


fuel a higher price than almost any other 


section of the Union, and this ie one of 
the causes that have tended to keep it 
from making as rapid progress in popula- 
tion as might have been expected when the 
remarkable resources of this State are 
— into consideration. 

A short time ago reference was made 
in this column to the proposed develop- 
ment of a remarkably large deposit of 
coal on the eastern slope of the Coast 
Range, in Alameda county, about ten miles 
from Livermore. According to the re- 
port made to the Manufacturers’ and Pro- 
ducers’ Association of California by Louie 
Blankerhorn of the Committee on Fuel, 
the fuel problem, as it concerns steam- 
making in this part of the State, ie prac- 
tically solved. The coal strata are trace- 
able over an area six and one-half miles 
long and a mile and a quarter wide, and 
there are said to be 20,000,000 tons in 
eight. The Eureka mine, on thie ledge, 
has run 7000 feet of tunnel, drifts, shafts 
and stopes, and the owners are prepared 
to make a contract with the San Joaquin 
Valley road to furnish all the coal re- 
quired for five years at $2 a ton, and to 
furnish it in San Francisco for $3 or $3.50 


a ‘ton. 

Undoubt this coal, like the other 
coals of fornia, is lignite and not true 
coal, but still, if, as the Manufac‘urers’ 
Association states, it burne freely, makes 
a hot fire, leaves little ash and is en- 
tirely satisfactory for locomotive use, while 
it can be sold in San Francisco at $3 or 
$3.50 a ton, thie is certainly the most im- 
portant step toward obtaining cheap fuel 
that has yet been made in the State. 

Fortunately for Los Angeles and South- 
ern California we are, owing to the dis- 
covery of coal ofl, in a position where 
we are comparatively independent of the 
coal question. As long as petroleum can 
be bought at 85 cents a barrel in Los An- 
geles, second-class coal at $3.50 per ton 
does not hold out many inducements to 
our manufacturers.

Detective Hawley went after King 
and soon placed under arrest.

He followed him a bug die 
tance and finally called bim by name 
and asked him to stop, but Keele 
walked straight ahead as though the 
order was not intended for him. Whem 
the officer quickened his pace Keele 
broke into a rum and scampered up the 
stairs of a lodging-house on Temple 
street and tried to lock himself inte 
a room.

AMUSEMENTS TONIGHT, "BRITISH SUBJECTS.” 

It is reported from Honolulu that the 
British government has taken the ground 
that T. B. Walker and W. H. Rickard are 
still British subjects, and as such en- 
titled to the protection of that govern- 
ment. The men took oaths of allegiance 
to King Kalakaua and made application 
for naturalization, but refused to support 
the Dole government. Rickard was one 
of the chief conspirators in the recent in- 
surrection, and was sentenced to thirty- 
five years’ imprisonment, and was fined 
$10,000. Walker was also one of the con- 
spirators, and was proved to have filled 
the bombs with dynamite, with which it 
was proposed to blow up the government 
buflding. He was sentenced to thirty 
years’ imprisonment and was fined $5000. 

It remains to be seen whether Great 
Britain will champion the cause of these 
conspirators, to the extent of demanding 
an “indemnity’’ from Hawall. It seems 
scarcely credible that John Bull would go 
to such an extreme. He certainly would 
not if those two delectable “British sub- 
jects” had conspired to overthrow some 
powerful government. But the Hawatian 
government is not powerful, and Great 
Britain has a way of playing the part of 
the bully and the highwayman toward 
small and helpless sovereignties. Should 
Great Britain attempt any such aggres- 
sion against Hawaii, it is not at all im- 
probable that the American people would 
have something to say about the matter, 
whether Grover Cleveland objected or not. 

Lord Kimberly, who is at the head of 
the British office for foreign affairs, did 
not take the trouble to ascertain whether 
the conspirators were British subjects or 
not, but decided with an off-hand brusque- 
ness which is refreshing that they are en- 
titled to British protection.“ The Dole 
government refuses to concede that the 
men are British subjects; and is pre- 
pared to prove that they are not, if nec- 
essary. But whether these conspirators 
are British subjects or not should make 
no difference as regards their punishment 
for treavon against the government under 
which they were hiving at the time their 
crimes were committed. No government 
has a right to protect its subjects in acts 
of treason against a friendly power. The 
utmost that a government can rightfully 
do under such circumstances is to insist 
that those whom it recognizes as subjects 
shall be accorded a fair trial. There is 
no reason to suppose that Rickard and 
Walker did not have a fair trial. The 
sentences imposed upon them are cen- 
tainly very light, considering the gravity 
of their crimes. If Great Britain pre- 
sumes to interfere in the present affair it 
will be upon the assumption that Hawaii 
is too weak to defend herself against 
powerful aggression. There may be an- 
other side to the question, and Great 
Britain may yet discover its meaning.

INCONTROVERTIBLE FACTS. 


The Times this morning publishes the 
conclusion of Hon. R. G. Horr’s brief but 
comprehensive history of the crime of 
1873,” as the silver mohometallists are 
fond of phrasing it. Mr. Horr’s article, as 
the careful. reader must conclude, shows 
beyond successful dispute that the act 
complained of as a “crime,” 4 “trick,” 
Ste., was nothing of the kind, but was a 
measure passed openly by both houses of 
Congress, after as full and free discussion 
as could have been desired. 

It should be noted especially that the 
original bill, introduced in 1870, dropped 
the standard silver dollar of 412% grains 
from the list of coins, and expressly de- 
fined the gold dollar of 25.8 grains, stand- 
afd fineness, as the sole unit of value. 
No one in either house proposed an 
amendment to change that feature of the 
bill. Only two changes were proposed as 
to the silver dollar. One was an amend- 
ment providing for a dollar of 384 grains. 
to conform to the weight of the minor sil- 
ver coins. This amendment was lest, and 
another amendment was placed in the bill 
providing for the trade dollar of 420 grains. 
In this form the bill became a law. The 
feature limiting the legal tender quality 
of the silver co'ns to $5 in any one pay- 
ment was in the bill from first to last, and 
mo proposition was made to change it. 

The bill: and its amendments were 
printed, reprinted and discussed at five 
different sessions of Congress, during a 
period of time extending over nearly three 
years. The Secretary of the Treasury had 
recommended the dropping of the standard 
silver dollar from the list of coins, and 
the establishment of the gold unit, in his 
annual reporte for 1870, 1871 and 1872, and 
these reports were read in Congress, as 
usual. In the light of these incontroverti-: 
ble facts, the contention of the silver mon- 
ometallists to the effect that the demone- 
tization” act of 1873 was passed by 
“trickery” falls to the ground as a foun- 
dationiless, ‘monstrous and unmitigated 
falsehood. 


Some of the advocates of the free and 
unlimited coinage of silver appear to have 
an idea that if that policy were adopted 
silver money would grow upon the bushes 
by the wayside, all ready to be picked by 
whomsoever might want it. It would be 
a rude awakening for such persons to find 
out that they would have to work just 
as hard for a 60-cent dollar as they now 
work for a dollar worth 100 cents. If the 
government were, coining $100,000,000 per 
month, in silver dollars of full weight 
and .fineness, and bearing the motto, In 
God we trust,“ the man who has nothing 
to sell but his labor, and can find no 
market for that, would be no more able 
to get silver dollars than now. All this 
may be very sad for those persons who 
wish to gét something for nothing, and 
who imagine that in “free silver’ they 
see a way to do it; but it is the unvar- 
nished truth, nevertheless.

SILVER IN TE 
LAW OF 1873. 


WAS COINAGE OF THE DOLLAR 
STOPPED BY A TRICK? 


A Crushing and Complete Reply— 
The Plain Story of the Origin 
of the Law—The Gold Dollar 
Made the Unit of Value. 


(The following is the remainder of 
Hon. R. G. Horr’s ‘convincing historical 
narrative, published originally in the New 


York Tribune of April 17, 1895.— Ed. 
Times.) 


II. 
A SECOND EFFORT IN 1871-72. 

March 9, 1871, at the extra session of 
the Forty-second Congress, Mr. Kelley 
again introduced this bill, and it was or- 
dered to be printed and referred to the 
Committee on Coinage, when appointed. 
Nothing further was done about it during 
the extra session. Soon after the meeting 
on January 9, 1872, the bill was reported 
by Mr. Kelley, chairman of the Committee 
on Coinage, with a recommendation that it 
pass. The bill was read and discussed at 
length by Messrs. Kelley, Potter, Garfield, 
Maynard, Dawes, Holman, and others. Mr. 
Kelley, in his opening speech, said: 

The Senate took up the bill and acted 
upon it during the last Congress, and sent 
it to the House. It was referred to the 
Committee on Coinage, Weights and Meas- 
ures, and RECEIVED AS CAREFUL AT- 
TENTION AS I HAVE EVER KNOWN 
A COMMITTER TO BESTOW UPON ANY 
MEASURE, . „We proceeded with 
great deliberation to go over the bill, not 
only by sections, BUT LINE BY LINE, 
AND WORD BY WORD. The bill has not 
received the same elaborate consideration 
from the Committee on Coinage of this 
House, but the attention of each member 
was brought to it at the earliest day of 
this session; each member procured a copy 
of the bill, and there has been a thor- 
ough examination of the bill again. (Con- 
gressional Globe, vol. 100, p. 322.) 

The next day, January 10, 1872, the bill, 
after further discussion, was again re- 
committed, and on February 9, 1872, it 
was again reported from the Coinage Com- 
mittee by Samuel Hooper, printed and re- 
committed. February 13, 1872, it was re- 
ported back by Mr. Hooper, with amend- 
ments, printed, and made the special or- 
der for March 12, 1872, until disposed of. 

April 9, 1872, the bill came up in the 
House for consideration. Mr. Hooper, who 
had the bill in charge, made a carefully 
prepared speech upon it, of ten columns, 
and explained the provisions of each sec- 
tion of the bill. He said: 

Section 16

After further debate, the bill was or- 
dered printed in full, with amendments, 
on motion of Senator Cole. 

January 7, 1878, the bill was again re- 
ported, with amendments, and again 
printed, It passed the Senate January 17, 
1873, after a discussion that fills nine- 
teen columns of the Congressional Globe. 
Its provisions were again fully explained. 
Mr. Sherman called attention to the fact 
that the bill provided for the coinage 
of a silver trade dollar to accommodate 
the people of California and others en- 
gaged in trade with China. The simple 
fact that this bill did provide for a trade 
dollar and that that subject was fully 
discussed, necessarily of itself, called at- 
tention to the other fact that the bill dis- 
continued the standard silver dollar. 

Remember! This bill had now been be- 
fore Congress almost three years. In 
every stage of it it had provided that the 
COINAGE OF THE STANDARD SILVER 
DOLLAR OF 412% GRAINS SHOULD BE 
DROPPED. It repealed the silver unit 
of value and constituted the gold dollar 
the only unit of measure in this country. 
That point had been repeatedly pointed 
out and special attention called to it. 
Yet no one in Congress had proposed to 
change that feature of the bill dy an 
amendment, although some members had 
questioned the wisdom of that provision. 

The bill, as amended, was returned to 
the House, and on January 21, 1873, on 
motion of Mr. Hooper, was printed, with 


amendments, and then—as is usual—went 


to ‘a Committee of Conference. The com- 
mittee was composed, on the part of the 
House; of Messrs. Hooper, Houghton and 
McNeely; on the part of the Senate of 
Messrs. Sherman, Scott and Bayard. Aft- 


erward the report of the Conference Com- 


mittee was agreed to, and the bill became 


a law on February 12, 1873, substantially 
as it had been prepared at the Treasury 
Department, except as to the provisions 
for coining trade dollars.

I submit to every candid reader of the 
Tribune whether it is possible to intro- 
duce a bill into the American Congress 
in a more open-handed, fair manner than 
that in which this bill was introduced. Ite 
provisions were carefully pointed out in 
the report of John Jay Knox, Deputy Con- 
troller, who prepared the bill, and which 
report was sent to Congr. ss with the draft 
of the DIN. He SPBCIFIOALLY CALLED 
ATTENTION TO THE CHANGE AS TO 
THE SILVER DoLLUAR. In the commit- 
tee of both the House and the Senate the 
measure was examined “line by line“ and 
word by word.”’ In both houses of Con- 
grees the men havimg the bill in charge 
repeatedly called attention to the very 
section and provisions which dropped the 
coinage of etandard silver dollars and 
which made the gold dollar the only unit 
of value. Think, then, of a large and 
influential. journal like the New York 
World giving currency to such a state- 
ment as the following: 

The bill was mot even read, except by 
title. It was passed without one dissent- 
ing vote. In the section enumerating the 
different lawful silver coins of the United 
States, the word dollar“ was omitted, be- 
ginning the ‘half dollar,“ etc. No one no- 
ticed the omiesion. Even a careful read- 
ing of the Nill by every m-mber of Con- 
gress would not have revealed the trick 
to any one of them. The word (dollar) 
had been stricken out by some member 
of the committee without the knowledge 
of his unsuspecting colleagues; but who 
did rt has never been discovered.“ 

It is almost impossible to compress a 
larger number of absolute and shameful 
falsehoods into a single paragraph of that 
length.

Our 
boasted climate is simply good weather, 
Which we dave nearly the whole year 
round. It és absurd to make claim to 
some of the virtues attributed to it, but 
it ie nevertheless a fact that it is equalled 
by that of few spots on the face of the 
Node.

The Episcopal diocesan convention re- 
sumed session yesterday morning, with 
the reading of the minutes and calling of 
the roll.

The Rev. Dr. Bakewell rose to explain 
that «ince the committee’s report had 
been drawn up, the deficit had been made 
up by additional subscriptions, whereupon 
Judge H. T. Lee promptly withdrew his 
objection. The Rev. R. C. Foute then 
moved that resolution No. 1, of the report, 
be accepted. 

George Parsons of Christ Church rose to 
question the ability of Southern California 
to sustain a diocese, and said that, as 
the treasurer of a parish, he realized the 
impoverished condition of this part of the 
country, and thought that the matter 
should be calmly considered, and met 
with buginess principles. He feared that 
the weaker parishes might not be able 
to stand up to their obligations. 

Mr. Patton wished to know if the sum of 
$1345 would have to be raised each year, 
but was informed that it was invested as 
a capital fund, and part of the endowment. 

A lay delegate from St. John’s, Sierra 
Madre, promptly rose, and announced that 
he was from one of the country missions, 
and believed them to be, not in an im- 
poverished, but a prosperous condition, 
and that he met with generous subscrip- 
tions. He was earnestly in favor of the 
division. 

The firts resolution was carried unani- 
mously, by an acclamation vote. The sec- 
ond resolution was then taken up, and an 
amendment was proposed by the Rev. Dr. 
Ramsay, that in the division, Santa 
Barbara county be included in the old 
diocese of the north. The speaker said 
that it was the feeling of the vestry and 
the church in general, that their sympathy 
was with Gan Francisco, and they much 
preferred to remain in the same diocese, 
unless some valid reason could be given 
for including it in the south. 

Dean Restarick, dean of the convocation 
of San Diego, thought such a proceeding 
would be a dangerous precedent, because 
every other county might just as well do 
likewise; he considered the geographical 
situation of Samta Barbara a strong point 
m tavor of ita being included in the south. 
Kev. B. W. R. Tayler, Rev. Mr. Brown 
of Pomona and Rev. John Gray all 
strongly advocated the keeping of Santa 
Barbara with the southern division. 

When the question of the amendment 
was put, it was met with a trem2ndous 
volley of noes, and the second resolu- 
tion carried unanimously. The third res- 
olution was peacefully and unanimously 
adopted. The three resolutions as a body 
were then unanimously adopted. 

Bishop Nichols then rose and made a 
few remarks deeply expressive of jubila- 
tion over the remarkable result of the 
afternoon’s work, and sald that ‘here had 
been no grander missionary movement 
on the Coast than that just shown unan- 
tmously consummated. It meant division, 
he said, but only for greater efficiency; 
divided, but to be united where repara- 
tions are no more. The bishop then sug- 
gested that Rev. John Gray lead in sing- 
ing the Doxology, which was followed 
a prayer. The Rev. B. W. R. Tayler then 
moved an amendment to the clause re- 
garding the thfee funds belonging to the 
diocese, viz.: Endowment fund, widows’ 
and orphans’ fund and disabled clergy 
fund. It was moved and carried that a 
committee of six, three from the north 
and three from the south, be appointed 
by the chair, to arrange an cquable ad- 
justment of the funds. The clause and 
the amendment were both accepted. 

The remainder of the afternoon was 
taken up with the reading of various re- 
ports.

Mr. S. BAKER, SR. 
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DIAL’S REDRESS. 


An Ejected Passenger Has Been 
Awarded Damages. 

A more important case than usually 
comes before a primary court of justice 
was decided yesterday by Justice Owens. 
It was the case of W. K. Dial against 
the Southern California Railway Company. 
Judgment was rendered in favor of plain- 
tiff, who was awarded $299 damages and 
costs of suit. 

The plaintiff sought redress for being 
ejected from a train of the defendant 
company, in what the court decided was 
an illegal manner. The occurrence was 
the result of a mistake made by Mr. Dial 
some months ago and his unfortunate lack 
of ready cash at a critical moment. In 
brief, the circumstances were as follows: 

Mr. Dial had gone to Redondo 
Beach on a round-trip ticket of the Re- 
dondo Beach Railway. Returning he made 
the mistake of getting on a California 
Southern train instead of a train of the 
Redondo Beach road. He did not discover 
his error until the conductor came around 
for fares, when he offered his return 
ticket and was informed it was not good 
on that road. The conductor demanded 
60 cents fare to carry him to Low Angeles. 
Mr. Dial said he was afraid that was more 
money that he had, but dug up a quar- 
ter, which he offered to the conductor and 
requested him to carry him as far as it 
would pay his way. The train was then 
about seven miles out, and the conductor 
informed him he bad already traveled 25 
cents’ worth, and he would have to get 
off. 

The conductor, then, in the lan- 
guage of the complaint, pulled the 
air’’ as a signal for the train to stop. 
Meantime Mr. Dial produced 10 cents 
more, which he tendered, and asked to be 
let off at the next station, Inglewood. 
The conductor said it was too late, as he 
had already slowed up the train, and in a 
loud voice, and much to the mortification 
of the plaintiff, ordered the brakeman to 
see that he got off when the train 
stopped. As there seemed to be no al- 
ternative Mr. Dial got off and walked to 
Inglewood. 

The law provides that a passenger who 
is unable or refuses to pay his fare can 
only be ejected from a railroad train at 
a regular stopping place or near an in- 
habited house. Mr. Dial was put off a 
mile and a quarter from the nearest sta- 
tion, and it was not proved that any house 
wa? near. The court, therefore, decided 
that the conductor erred in not carrying 
him to the next station, and the company 
is, therefore, liable for damages 


SUSPECTED CROOKS. 


Three Men Taken on Account of a 
Pair of Opera Glasses. 
Three tough-appearing charactors were

The special subject of the evening was 
the presentation of a new theory by P. 
W. Dooner, d., on “The Genesis of 
Water.“ Under this title, which very 
fairly states the scope of the subject, Mr. 
Dooner unfolded a theory as plausible as 
it is new, by which to account for the 
presence ot water upon the earth. In 
brief; the lecturer holds that inasmuch as 
science has accepted the fact as settled, 
that oxygen is mot contained in the sun, 
that there is not the slightest trace of its 
presence in the moon, and that this ele- 
ment does not enter into the composition 
ot meteorites, and yet, that it comprises 
nearly half of the explored mass of the 

rth, eight-ninths of all the water of the 
obe. and one-fifth of the atmosphere, it 


must have come upon the earth after der 


separation from the sun, and even after 
the time of her separation from the moon, 
that comets are composed of oxygen, ni- 
trogen and carbon, and that in sweeping 
around the sun at perthelion the oxygen 
of the comet encounters and combines 
with the hydrogen: of the chromosphere, 
whence the formation of watery vapor re- 
sults; that as the comet recedes into 
colder space the vapor condenses, and a 
globe of water, surrounded by the un- 
combined gases of the comet, whirls away 
into space, crossing the orbits of many, 
and sometimes of all. the planets, in its 
fight; that this body of water must in 
time come into collision with one or an- 
other of the planets whose orbits are thus 
crossed, thus casting a deluge of water 
upon its surface. 

This argument, based upon natural laws 
and supported by natural phenomena, 
which the lecturer advanced in support of 
his position, is strong to say the least, 
and created a favorable imression. 

At the close of the paper, a lengthy dis- 
cussion of the eubject followed. F

Weineke Arrested—Sensation at Na- 
tional City—Demented. 


@AN DIEGO, May 15.—(Special Corre- 
spondence.) H. W. Weineke, ex-County 
Tax Collector, has been arrested on the 
criminal complaint by Chairman Jasper
